RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that the Board of Commissioners (Board) authorize the Chief Executive Officer 
(CEO) or his designee to: 1) exercise the first and second option years of contract number 11056 with 
American Surveying and Engineering, P.C. for a total not to exceed $627,404 for the two option years 
and 2) execute and deliver such documents and perform such actions as may be necessary or 
appropriate to implement the foregoing. 

The Chief Housing Officer, the General Counsel and the Department of Procurement and Contracts 
have completed all necessary due diligence to support the submission of this initiative and recommend 
the approval of this item accordingly.

ASE submitted fixed rate sheets for the base year and each of the two-year option years. The base year 
and option years' pricing are competitive and fair based on the CHA Procurement standards and 
requirements. 

COMPLIANCE 

M/W/DBE & Section 3 participation: The ASE contract is a task order based contract. M/WE/DBE 
and Section 3 requirements will be met on a task order basis. Each task order is considered a separate 
contract. A compliance affidavit is on file for ASE. ASE is a self-performing prime contractor- 100% 
MBE; one (1) Section 3 hire; an office assistant. 

GENERAL BACKGROUND/EXPLANATION 

On October 18, 2011, the Board authorized the CHA to enter into a contract with ASE for a 2-year base 
term with two (2) 1-year options to provide survey services. The original contract is for an amount not 
to exceed $845,000 for the two-year base term. 

During the term of the current contract, ASE has provided satisfactory and timely surveying work. Since 
the contract's inception, the vendor has provided thirty-one surveys to date. 

CONCLUSION 

The Board action recommended in this item complies in all material respects with all applicable 
Chicago Housing Authority board policies and all applicable federal (HUD) procurement laws. 

The Chief Housing Officer concurs with the recommendation to: 1) exercise the first and second option 
years of contract number 11056 with American Surveying and Engineering, P.C. for a total not to 
exceed $627,404 for the two option years and 2) execute and deliver such documents and perform 
such actions as may be necessary or appropriate to implement the foregoing.
